LfOnis Ezell sprnn^ a big sarprise at Washington 
Park yesterday when his gelding Flying Torpedo, 
by Hanover— Qypsy, won the Wheeler Handicap in 
a desperate last eighth drive by a short head from 
Lncien Appleby. Flying Torpedo was completely 
overlooked by the talent and public alike, being 
held at 15 to 1 in the betting. Aladdin was made 
the favorite at Si to 1, bnt after showing a promi- 
sing race for a little over a mile, fell away a badly 
beaten colt. 

To a good start Otis, as was expected, rnshed to 
the front closely attended by Odnor and Wild Pir- 
ate and the rest of the field well bnnched. There 
was little shifting in positions nntil well into the 
backstretch, where Flying Torpedo dashed to the 
lead and opened a gap of two lengths which he 
maintained nntil well into the last quarter, where 
Lncien Appleby closed np on even terms with him. 
The two fought it out keenly all through the last 
eighth. Flying Torpedo proving the stron^fer and 
passing under the wire a head in front. Wild Pirate 
finished third twelve lengths back. Otis ceased to 
be a contender just after passing into the last quar- 
ter, and the same may be said of Aladdin. Odnor 
was right there for a mile. Wyeth was hopelessly 
beaten off all the way. Argregor appeared anchored 
with his 122 pounds impost and never gave his 
backers the slightest hope during the struggle. The 
stake was worth $8,190 to the winner. Odnor and 
Sardonic were added starters, Orontas and In- 
spector Shea having been scratched.

(Copious scratching in The Lake View Handicap 
reduce'l the field of thirteen acceptances to seven. 
Gallant Smith, on his known liking for a heavy 
track, was made favorite, but ran an ignominious 
last and was beaten off all the way. John W. 
Schorr’s good colt. Gold Bell, against which as 
good as 10 to 1 could be had at one time, proved an 
easy winner, moving up fast when well straight- 
ened for home and passing the field with ease. He 
won as his rider pleased by six lengths from Wat- 
kins Overton, which beat Tom Cogan one for second 
place. Tom Cogan led by a big margin until in the 
final quarter, but tired rapidly in the run for home 
and was outstayed by Watkins Overton for second 
place in the last sixteenth struggle. Albemarle 
ran well for a half mile.

St. Louis, Mo., Jnly 19.~Matters bearing on the 
probable opening of Kinloch Park race track on 
Angnst 15 are in a rather unsettled condition. On 
Thursday night John S. Bratton said that he had 
arranged for the opening and that the track would ' 
be operated by him and his friends. Last night it 
was found out that Capt. Patrick J. Carmody 
had secured a lease on the track for the fifteen 
days’ racing allowed by the Western Jockey Club 
for a sum said to be $150 a day. 

Mr. Carmody says that he has an option on the 
lease, has the money and will operate the track. 
Timothy D. Sullivan of New York is said to have a 
share in Mr. Carmody’s enterprise. 

>4Some of the Bratton people, who are stockholders 
in Kinloch, said yesterday that Mr. Carmody would 
not be allowed to operate the track. They said 
that he secured his lease from Phil Chew, a real es- 
tate man who has had charge of the Kinloch Park 
as general manager. The Bratton interests claim 
that no lease or option on a lease is valid without 
the consent and signature of J. D. Lucas, president 
of the Kinloch Park Racing Association. They also 
claim that Mr. Lucas is lined up with them and 
will not rent the track to any one else. Mr. Lucas 
was not to be seen yesterday. 

Further, the Bratton party hint that Mr. Car- 
mody does not mean to open the park at all, but 
leased it in the interest of certain parties who, ttie 
Bratton people say, are interested in keeping Kin- 
loch Park shut down. 

Captain Carmody says that he will race as sure as 
the sun shines and asserts that he is operating in I 
his own interest and that of his partners, who want 
to run races on the track and operate the plant. 

The Bratton contingent is talking of getting out 
injunctions, putting the property into the hands of 
a receiver, etc.
